WASHINGTON — The House and 
Senate Friday approved a $7 billion

The food stamp program was due to 
run out of money Monday, and ad- 
ministration officials saifLfood stamp 
recipients would experience delays in 
getting their benefits , if the 
supplemental mon6r~bill was not 
passed by midnight Friday.
